Chicago Transit Authority streamlined PCC streetcar 
4391 was built in 1948 by the St. Louis Car Com- 
pany. Chicago's post-war PCC fleet numbered 600 
units. Parts from these cars were used to build 
the 6000-class L-Subway cars in the 1950’s. The last 
streetcar operated in Chicago on June 21, 1958. 
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
